“A meeting in Canada is recognized by the 
Western Jockey Clnb when held under the 
sanction of any turf authority which enforces 
the forfeit list and rulings of the Wes'.ern 
Jockey Club, including the disqualifications of 
persons and horres for fraudulent practices.” 

That is the only thing that bears cfiicially on 
the situation and each reader can interpret it 
for himself. It is regrettable that a doubt 
should arise prejudicial to the interests of the 
Windsor meeting, which is well thought of 
hereabouts, but it is here and mnst be consid- 
ered.
